The  MANNING  PAl/IILY 
of  AND OVER 


To  sift  the  Manning  family  of  Andover  from  the  multitude  of  Mann- 
ings In  Essex  County  has  been  a  most  difficult  undertaking,  but  I  have 
gathered  material  from  John  Manning's  account    to  Alfred  Poor  In  1862 
and  from  the  family  Bible  records.  The  family  herein  recorded  Is  that" 
which    for  many  years  occupied  the  old  Ballard  House  on  f*orter  Road, 
which  Is  known      now  as  the  Manning  House  .  The  house  was  built  in 
1758  and  was  held  by  Joseph  Ballard,  a  cousin  to  Timothy  Ballard  of 
Ballardvale,      It  was  built  by  Hezekiah  Ballard,  who  ra.  Lydla  Chandler, 
and  v/as  on  part  of  the  original  Chemdler  grant. 

A  deed  In  Essex  Gt.:140:282,  1783, shows  what  seems  to  be  a  mortgage 
on  the  old  estate  :     Joseph  (5)  Ballard,  for  t  128  from  THOMAS  MANNING, 
cordwalner,  sells  2  tracts  of  land-  •  part  of  my  homestead  also  house  and 
barn;  Ist  tract  house  stands  on,  4  1/2  acres,  SE  cor.  on  Road-  along  rd.

The  THOMAS  MANNING,  purchaser  of  the  estate,  lived  in  a  house  40 
rods  West  of  the  present  one,  and  there  his  children  were  born.  Another 
old  house  was  on  the  farm,  and  a  part  of  it  was  moved  up  to  make  the  OUL 
on  the  big  house,  but  in  1842    It  was  moved  off  again,  and    the  present  §H 
was  built  on  the  same  extension. 

The  Manning  family  lived  continuously  on  the  property  except  for 

two  brief  Intervals,  once  v/hen  it  was  occupied  from  1852  -4  by  Horace 

Lewis,  of  New  Boston,  N.H.,  and  in  1861,  when  Jn.W.  Haley  of  the  Theol. 
Seminary  was  tenant.  Lewis  went  to  Ezra  Holt's;^aley  to  cor .^aln&Green  St* 
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Across  the  street  from  the  house  stood    an  old  shop,  where  Ballard  (Jos-} 
and  Manning  made  shoes  .  A  blacksmith  shop,  probably  Sezekiah  Ballard's 
stood  below  the  old  house  west  of  the  present  one.  The  shoe  shop  stood 
at  the  foot  of  an  elm  tree  which  Joseph  Ballard  set  out  in  1770,  when  he 
v/as  21  years  old,  v^hen  cut  down  it  contained  five  cords  of  wood.  The 
balm  of  Oilead  tree  on  the  place  was  set  out,sd.John  Manning, in  1853.

Notes 

Hiram  Iviarble,  born  in  1803  in  Charlton,  Worcester  Co.,  Mass., came, 
with  his  wife,  a  son  of  20  and  a  young  daughter,  to  Lynn,   in  1352,  He 
bought  5  acres  of  land  and  the  landmark  knov/n  as  Old  Dungeon  Kock.  Here  he 
built  a  rude  cabin  ,   cut  a  road  through  to  the  town,  and  proceeded  to 
tunnel  into  the  rock,  in  search  of  buried  treasure. 

He  insisted  that  he  was  impelled  to  search  by  the  spirit  of  one 
Thomas  Vial,   ex-pitate,  .•  '  /  one  of  a  band  v/hich  had  hidden      gold  and 
jewels  in  the  v/oods  near  the  site  of  the  rock. 

The  story  goes  back  to  the  years  prior  to  the  earthquake  of  1658, 
which  rocked  the  greater  part  of  eastern  Nev/  England,  and  altered  the  face 
of  Mother  Earth  considerably.  According  to  legend,     -on£     evening  just 
before  the  quake,  a  small  vessel  anchored  in  Saugus  River,      After  sunset, 
^     a  small  boat  with  four  men  aboard,     put  off  for  shore,  and  after  landing, 
the  men  headed  for  the  deep  woods,  observed  to  be  sure,  by  a  few  timid 
and  suspicious  townsmen. 

In  the  morning,  the  vessel  was  gone,  but  a  man  going  early  to  his 
v/ork  at  the  Iron  Foundry,  found  a  letter  on  the  door,  saying  that  if 
shackels,  hatchets  and  handcuffs  of  iron  were  made  by  the  company,  and 
placed  at  a  certain    spot  in  the  woods,   silver  money  would  be  left  there 
in  payment. 

This  was  done  and  a  watch  kept,  but  no  clue  to  the  buyers  was 

obtained. 

Four  months  later,  four  men  returned  in  a  boat,  and  squatted 
in  a  valley    surrounded  by  thick  woods.  Pirates'  Glen  it  is  called  nov/c 
They  had  a  garden  and  a  well,  the  remains  of  v/hich  are  yet  visible.  From 
^      the  height  on  the  East,  they  had  a  splendid  view  of  the  Bay    and  surround- 
ing country ,>  lie  re  they  maintained  a  lookout.

One  day,  hov;ever,   the    watch  must  have  been  iax,  for  a  Kings  cruiser 
entered  the  Bay,  discovered  their  hideout,  and  captured  three  of  the 
men,  who,  to  the  astonishment  of  the  tov/ns^olk,  v/ere    said  to  be 
pirates • 

One  man,   the  'Thomas  Vial,   above,  escaped  and  hid  in  a  hollow  rock, 
now  Pirates'  Dungeon  -  about     two  miles  to  the  north, 

he  later  became  a  shoemaker,  and.  used  to  trade  in  t  he  village. 
The  great  earthquake  loosened  the  roof  of  his  shelter,  and  impris- 
oned  him  forever. 

His  spirit  haunted  Hiram  i.Iarble  and  insisted  that  if  Hiram  v/ould 
obtain  drills      and  powder  and  break  up  the  rock,  he  v/ould  discover  not 
only  gold  and  jewels  but  a  Spanish  princess  and  another  maiden,  who 
^       had  been  held  captive  by  Vial  and  shared  his  fate  when  the  stone  fell 
upon  them. 

Marble  wore  himself  v/ith  the  futile  task,  and  died  in  1868, 
age  65,  His  son  Edwin,  then  36,  went  ahead  with  his  father's  work,  but 

after    12  years,  he  too  died,  weakened  by  exposure  to  the  dampness,  as 
v/ater  dripped  constantly  from  the  rock,    Se    was  buried  near  the  foot 
of  the  rock,  on  the  southwest  slope,  in  January,  1880, 

^■lediums  and.  spiritualits     from  titles  near  and  far,  came  to  his 
funeral,  as  they  had  also  attended  his  father's. 

Some  excavations  have  been  made  on  the  site  since  that  time, 
but  so  far  as  is  known,  nothing  e^er  came  of  it.

Abraham  Airland,  born  -^eb,  22,  1772,  in    Ashton  Parish,  England, 
was  four  years  old  when  his  mother  died,  and  he  went  to  live  with  her 
uncle,  John  Lawton.  He  attended  school  until  he  was  8  years  old  and 
then  went  into  his  uncle's  woolen  factory  to  learn  the  trade.  When  he 
was  15  his  uncle  died,  and  Abraham  went  to  another  factory  to  finish 
his  apprenticeship. 

In  1793  he  went  to  London  to  seek  employment,  ran  short  of  money  and 
shipped  on  a  merchant  vessel  for  the  West  Indies.  He    wished  to  cancel 
all  his  debts  before  leaving  England,  so  was  forced  to  get  a  bondsman  Ijo- 
fore  he  could  draw  any  advance  pay.  A  Jew  who  was  an  entire  stranger  to 
Mar  land,  ass\imed  the  charge,  for  1/2  a  crown » 

The  supercargo  who  was  over  Marland  was  a  gross  and  corruptable  man, 
and  young  Abraham  found  himself  getting  Into  slipshod  ways  and  resolved 
to  juipp  ship  at  the  first  oppostunity.  A  pilot  agreed  to  take  him  ashore 
for  1/2  a  crown. 

He  returned  to  London  but  was  unable  to  find  the  Jew  who  went  his  bond 
This  he  regretted,    and;  he  said  that  the  skipping    the  ship  and  letting 
the  stranger  into  debt,    was  the  one  dishonorable  act  of    his  long, upright 
life. 

He  remained  in  London  for    4  years  and  got  work  for  the  firm  of 

Woomwell  &  Gott,  in  Leeds,  where  he  finally  became  an  overseer.  He  later 

went  into  business  for  himself.  He  married  Mary  Ann  Sykeg^  daughter  of  Win, 

in  the  vicinity  of  Leeds,  f'eb,  3,1800.  He  came  to  Boston, Sept.  17,1801^ 

Samuel  Slater,  of  Pawtucket,  R.I,  a  fellow  countryman  and  father  of 

the  cotton  manufacturing  in  this  country,  was  known  to  Abraham,  and  he 

Called  on  him  for  advice.  Slater  advised  him  to    give  up  all  thought  of 

manufacturing  and    take  up  farming,  Marland  however,  hankered  for  his  old 

trade. He  went  first  to  ^everly  and  worked  for  Col.  Burnham  for  |1  a  day. 

He  went  out  to  Patterson  ,N^J,  to  get  a  set  of  machinery  for  his  employer, 
and  while  there, ordered  a  set  for  himself.  In  Aug. 1803,  he  set  up  in  Lynfi^U

Here  he  met  old  Jonathan  Abbott,  whom  he  calls  "  a  celebrated  mill- 
right"  and  his  son,  Stephen.  They  induced  Marland  to  come  to  Andover,  and 
as  he  had  insuittf icient    water  power  in  his  plant  he  agreed  to  make  the 
change  • 

He  came, May  1807  and  lived  in  a  house  on  Brook  street  later  occupied 

used 

by  Moses  Clement    and  last,  as  I  recall^  by    "  Sonny"  Wardwell  as  a  stable. 
Here  Abraham  lived  for  three  years,  beginning  his  manufacturing  in  a  shed 
on  a  hand  loom  and  using  a  spring  shuttle,  which  an  improvement  on  anything 
used  locally  and  people  flocked  to  see  the  operation.  Later  a  small  build- 
ing was  put  up  for  hiii  by  Jonathan  Abbott* 

At  that  time,  Joseph  Stevens,  a  trader,  lived  in  the  house  opposite 
the  Baptist  Church.  Ephraim  Abbott,  the    gristmill  man,     lived  on  the  site 
of  the  ^^eter  B.  Smith  place.  These  and  an  Abijali  Chase,  were  connected 
with  Abbott  Village  first  mill. 

In  his  Lynfield  plant,  Marland  made  cotton  yarn,  in  addition  to  his 
wool  carding  industry.  The  raw  material  cost  10^  a  lb.  and  sold  in  yam 
for  50        He  made  a  profit  of  $10  a  day,  of  which  he  made  no  mention  at 
first. 

When  he  left  ESigland  he  had  $2000,  which  he  invested  in  cloth,  think- 
ing that        could  sell  it  here  at  a  profit.  Pierce  Bryant  of  Boston  tock 
it  on  credit  sind  Capt.  Seth  Johnson,  brother  of  the    master  of  the  vessel 
in  which  Marland  came,  became  responsible  for  the  duty.  Bryant  failed,  and 
all  Marland  got  for  his  cloth  was  a  bbl.  of  Flour, valued  at  |10,  which 
Marland  took  with  him  to  Beverly.  He  prospered  later,  hov/ever  and  fully 
rewarded  Johnson,  his  friend. 

He  began  to  make  woolen  goods  here  in  Andover  and  continued  for  4 
years  in  his  little  mill.     This  stood  just  beyond  the  Stone  Bridge  in 
Abbott  Village,  was  40 'long, 18'  wide  and  was  2  stories  high.  It  was  first 
used  for  making  cotton  yarn  and  not  changed  to  woolen  manufacture  until 
1812,  when  they  also  added    satinet  to  the  output.

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The  made  blankets  for  the  Amy  during  War  of  1812.  He  sold  these  locally 


He  moved  from  the  little  structure  after  4  years,  and  built  the  stone 
building  occupied  by  Mitchell's  Coperative  Store  in  1855,  the  site  of 
the  Village  Hall.  He  kept  a  store    in  front  of  this  building  where  he 
sold  his  flannels  and  blankets.    He  spun  the  yarn  and  then  turned  it  over 
to  the  townspeople  who  wove  it. 

Prince  Ames'  wife,  Eunice  (Rosse)  and  a  Mrs.  Flint  of  W.  Andover, 
used  to  go  to  Boston  oil  foot  once  a  week,  to  sell  goods,  and  they  took  his 
stuff  in    an^  bought  stock  for  him.  He  was  very  exact  about  paying  his  bills 

paid  his  help  once  a  week,  English  style* 


The  family    moved^rom  the  old  house  (where  the  Woods  lived  )which,  I 
think,  was  ovmed  by  ^apt.  Stephen  Abbott,  to  the  mill  house  in  Abbott  Vill-- 
age,  which  was  also  owned  ]by  Capt.  Abbott.  In  1813  they  moved  Into  the 
house  they  lived  in,  in  1852,  The  house  stood  between    the  two  water  priv- 
ileges so  as  to  be  convenient  to  each.  I  think  it  was  the  Coggswell  place. 


and  it  was  taken  to  the  old  mil  1,  owned  later  by  Eben  Sutton  in  North 
Andover.     It  is  said  that  Mr.  Marland  bought  a  third  interest  in  1813  in 
the  Cochichewick  Mill,  owned  by  Paschal  and  Abel  Abbott,  and  sold  iri^819 
to  Samuel  Ayer.  The  Abbotts  left  for  Bexter,Me.,    where  they  founded  the 
woolen  mills  still  held  by  the  family.

aSked  for  a  loan    of  $600  for  a  few  days.     Col.  Bridges  of  Worth  Andover 
was  in  the  office  and  he  said  he  would  lend  twice  the  amount. 

Marland  paid  off  all  the  help  and  dismissed  them.  All  came  back  and  ack- 
nowledged that  outsiders,  jealous  of  his  success  had  inf\uenced  them  sind 
persuaded  them  to  leave.

Abraham  Marland' s  first  home  was  on  Brook  Street;  his  2nd  in  a  corpor- 
ation house  built  somewhere  in  Marland  Village,  maybe  near  Gleasons;  his 
third  was  the  Goggswell  place  in  Abbott  Village  where  b6th  Abraham  and  his 
wife  died.      TSfiji  Coggswell  thinks  that  the  land  for  the  burying  ground  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  was  given  by  old  Abraham.      Francis  Goggswell  lived 

in  1852  in  the  Torr  place  and  after  the  death  of  Abraham,  moved  into  the 
Marland  home,  where  he  died.

Solomon,  being  born  1620.  She  died  on  Feb. 9,1648  and  on  Jan. 18, 1649, 
Solomon  married  widow  Alice  ^arniam  of  Ipsv/ich. 

In  1651  Solomon  sold  his  Gloucester  estate  and  in  1652  she  sold 
the  Ipswich  propeppty  of  her  late  husband,  Ralph  ^arnum,  and  they  came 
to  Andover,  putting  their  money  jointly  into  a  farm  here-  evidently 
in  the  Farnham  District,  the  grant  of  Tbomas  ^arnum  and  his  brothers. 

Solomon  disappeared  in  1662  •  He  may  have  gone  to  sea  and  was  lost; 
or  it  may  be  that  widow  Alice  had  an  uncertain  disposition,  as  Ralph 
^arnum  also  seems  to  have  lived  apart  from  her« 

Mass.  Archives,  Vol. CXII, page  292  tells  of  ^am's  absence  from 
the  country  six  or  seven  years,  and  states  that  his  property  is  going 
to  decay,  which  indicates  that  he  was  in  Andover  for  only  4  years.

Thomas  (1)  .aillett,   a  tailor,   age  50jand  his  wife,  ^^^ary,  age 
29,  v/ith  their  2-\ear-old  son,  Thomas   ^2),   came  from  London, England  in 
1635  in  the  ship  "  Elizabeth"  and  made  his  first  home  in  Dorchester. 
He  is  recorded  as  a  Town  Officer  and  freeman,  in  1637.   In  1655,  he 

purchased  from  V/illiam  Perkins  ,  a  teaching  elder  in  the  tov/n  of  Glou- 

n 

caster,  all  the  property  rerk^s  owned  in  that  town,  and  moving  there ^ 
he  succeeded  i'erkins  in  his  religious  affiirs. 

But  in  ^658  he  hailed  into  court  one  ^;Vm.  Stevens,  a  lay  preacher, 
and  accused  him  of  witholding  a  list  of  subscriptions  to    his.  Millet t^ 
salary.   The  jury  decided  in  favor  of  Thomas  (l)     and  he  and  Stevens 
were  later  reconciled  and  v/orked  peaceably  together    until  the  ^^ev. 

Emerson  v/as  ordained.  This  ,  very  likely,  put  an  end  to  the  contrib- 
utions to  lay  preachers,  so  Thomas  moved  to  Brockfield  ,  although  he 
still  held  his  §loucester  land.
